NO JUSTICE FOR A 
BLACK VETERAN 
AT SAGINAW'S VA 
HOSPITAL

On Thursday, Jan. 
4, 1968, Mrs. Virginia 
Roberson of 630 Kin- 
ney Blvd. took her 
uncle, Mr. Clarence 
Woodard, 1114 Fitz- 
hugh St., to the Sag- 
inaw VA Hospital to 
receive medical 
attention for him, 

Mrs. Roberson 
and her uncle stated 
that they were kept 
waiting five hours 
before anyone of the 
hospital staff even 
attempted to offer 
service. Finally 
after obtaining chest 
x-rays for her uncle 
Mrs. Roberson alle- 
ges she was told 
that her uncle had a 
bronchial condition . 
and that the hospital 
had no room avail- 
able for him, but a 
letter would be sent 
to her when a room 
was available for her 
uncle, 

Mr. Woodard com- 
plained of being very 
ill and that he wanted 
to remain at the hos- 
pital for further medi- 
cal attention. While 
Mrs. Roberson was 
trying to get help for 
her uncle, some white 
veterans came into 
the VA hospital from 
upstate Michigan and 
were immediately 
given medical attenti- 
on and beds were made 
available for the white 
veterans, Mr. Woodard 
was sent home. 

Later that night Mr. 
Clarence Woodard, a 
former U.S, army 
seargent and a World 
War ll veteran, DIED 
at his residence.

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FEDERATION FOR SELF DETERMINATION 


Rev. Albert B. Cleage, Jr. announced Fri- 
day, January 5, that the militant Federation 
for Self-Determination has voted to reject a 
$100, 000 grant from the New Detroit Commit- 
tee, is withdrawing its proposal, and is also 
severing all relations with the New Detroit 
Committee, appointed by Governor Romney 
and Mayor Cavanaugh. He also announced that 
the three black militant members of the NDC 
will no longer participate in the work of the 
committee. 

The NDC was brought into being immediate- 
ly after the black rebellion of July, 1967. Its 
purpose was to build a ''New Detroit"'--to re- 
furbish the societal fabric of the Detroit Metro: 
politan region for all. The appointees include 
Detroit's men of highest stature in business, 
labor and government. Henry FordIl, d Ford 
Motor Company, James Roche, General Chair- 
man of General Motors, Lynn Townsend , Gen- 
eral Chairman of Chrysler Corporation and 
Walter P. Reuther of the U.A, W. exemplify 
the prestigeousness of the group. The NDC 
had a total of thirty-nine members, nine of 
whom were black. 

Rev. Cleage, the General Chairman of the 
Federation For Self Determination said, ''The 
New Detroit Committee can keep its "'strings- 
attached money, " 


The FSD emerged when several organiza- 
tions and influential individuals from the black 
community recognized the need for their own. 
unification in order to become more account- 
able, communicative and helpful to one another 
After consideralble deliberation, the FSD for- 
malized itself on October 12, 1967. 

Because the NDC became the agent for 
social and physical rehabilitation of the city 
after the rebellion, and became the locus of 
access to significant funds, it was natural for 
the F SD to appeal to them for financial assis- 
tance in its initiation of its programs. 

The Federation's major objective is to pro- 
mote self-determination for black people thro- 
ugh a dynamic program to strengthen black 
organizations and political, social and econom- 
ic institutions. That black people must make 
the decisions affecting their lives just like 
most white people cna do, is a message that 
everyone should have read, including the NDC, 

Mr. Hudson announced in his press confer- 
ence on January 4, several conditions to the 
New Detroit's granting of money to the mitit- 
ant FSD. The unacceptable conditions includ- 
ed an overseer who would also coordinate the 
Federations relationship to other organizations 

_ The efforts begun by the Federation shall 
continue in a manner to insure the integrity, 
dignity and pride of the black people of Detroit. 
The Federation herewith refuses the $100, 000, 
or sixteen cents per black person in Detroit, 
which with the best of intentions would be in- 
sufficient, but as offered would set an example 
nationwide, mortagaging the freedom of black 
people and playing havoc with their self re- 
spect,

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The following telegram was sent by Rev. 
Cleage to Mr. Joseph L. Hudson, Jr., Chair- 
man of the NDC; 

"The Federation for self determination has 
voted to withdraw its proposal from the New 
Detroit Committee, It is severing all rela- 
tions with the New Detroit Committee. As 
stated in the committee meeting, the Fecer- 
ation refuses to accept money with strings 
attached. " | 

Henceforward, there will be no militant 
members on the NDC, Lorenzo Freeman and 
Norvelle Harrington, members of the ffeder- 
ation have resigned from the NDC, Alvin 
Harrison has moved out of the city permanent- 
ly. 

It is clear that the NDC, which is composed 
of gigantic corporate elites, has failed in its 
efforts to improve the lot of black people. It 
is also clear that the prior attempts by munic- 
ipal, state and federal governments have fail- 
ed. The common denomination in all their 
failures has been their inflexible unwillingness 
to allow black self-determination to emerge, 

In our city, self defeating governmental 
welfarism has been replaced, temporarily, by 
corporate colonialism. The corporate sector 
has been willing to deal positively with black 
people only to the extent that their corporate 
interest could be preserved. They seem un- 
able to accept the fact that black communities 
throughout America consider the attainment 
of self-determination the basic objective of 
the black revolution,

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Contrary to common belief, the Black race did not come to 
the United States culturally empty-handed. The Africans were 
familiar with literature and art for many, many years before 
their contact with the Western world, Before the breaking up 
of the social structure of the West African states of Ghana, 
Melle(Mali) and Songhay, and the internal strife that made the 
slave trade possible, the forefathers of the Africans who even- 
tually became slaves in the United States lived in a society 
where university life was fairly common and scholars were 
beheld with reverence, 

During the period in West African history~from the early 
part of the fourteenth century to the time of the Moorish inva- 
sion in 1591, the City of Timbuktu, with the University of San- 
kore in the Songhay Empire, was the intellectual center of 
Africa, 

Ahmed Baba was the last chancellor of the University of 
Sankore, He was one of the greatest African scholars of the 
late sixteenth century. His life is a brilliant example of the 
range and depth of West African intellectual activity before 
the colonial era, Ahmed Baba was the author of more than 40 
books; nearly every one of these books hada different theme, 
In 1592, Timbuktu was invaded by the Morroccans and he was 
one of the first citizens to protest this occupation of his home 
town, He was imprisoned, along with other scholars and even: 
tually exiled to Morrocco, During his expatriation from Tim- 
buktu, his collection of 1700 books, one of the richest librarie: 
of his day, was lost,

"Peace if possible; But Justice at any cost. "' 


The above is not simply a revolutionary 
statement. It goes far beyond revolution. 

The profound meaning is this: Justice sho- 
uld never be compromised for peace, jobs, 
housing, good relations or anything else. It 
means that the fight for peace is secondary to 
the fight for justice. In this meaning lies the 
great fallacy of the approach to and the attack 
on our problem today. 


The jury system is said to be the foundation 
of justice in the United States today. The de- 
fendant is guaranteed a fair trial before sel- 
ected jurymen of his peers--his race, his 
neighbors, his fellow workers, his religious 
associates, 


The fact that this right-which is basic to 
justice-has been and continues to be violated 
in cases where black people are concerned 
and the fact that 40 million black people al- 
most silently and meekly have accepted this 
fundamental infringement of this very basic 
right should clearly indicate that a shift in 
strategy is imperative. Once the basic evil 
is effectively attacked, other obstacles will 
fall, . 
It is a matter of not knowing or not recog- 
nizing where white ends and black begins: a 
black person is involved in litigation; a white 
jury is chosen, An uprising happens in a 
black community; white troops and white pol- 
icemen are called. 


if under this arrangement black peopje al- 
ways received positive justice, it still would 
re™iain an unsatisfactory arrangement, But 
when it becomes, as it is, a device for dispen- 
sing injustice to black people, then every hu- 
man being-and those who may not be human, 
but know what justice means-not only should, 
but must, act against the wicked and coward- 
ly scheme, 

Take a look backward at injustice in action. 
The recent cases that stemmed from Saginaw': 
policemen's riot of last summer, An all 
white jury was selected to convict scores of 
black people on riot charges even though the 
prosecution could produce no physical eviden- 
ce to connect any one of them with a crime,
